THE FUSIAN MOVEMENT. 

New Orveans, July 3.—Phe Times Demo- 
crat’s Canton, Miss., special says the democrats 
and republicans of that county held con- 
ventiogs yesterday and ratified the fusion of 
the two parties as proposed by the respective 
executive committees. The conventions were 
largely attended. The fusion.gives the demo- 
crats the district attorney, the state senator, 
sheriff. treasurer, chancery clerk, three super- 
visors and haif of the constables and magis- 
trates.

Yellow Fever in the Marbor—The Progress of the 
Cholera Scare. 

WasurinerTon, July 3.—Tne surgeon general 
of the marine hospital service reports that the 
United Siates is free from yellow fever, with 
the exception of the two cases on board a for- 
eign vessel in quarantine at Shipisland.. The 
sanitary inspector, Daniel M. Burgess, reports 
to the marine hospital bureau that the steam- 
er City of Pueblo, enroute to New York, left 
a fatal case of yellow fever at Havana. 

Gatveston, July 3.—The bark Salome,from 
Vera Cruz, arrivei here yesterday. It is re- 
ported that when at that port five of her men, 
including the captain, were sick with yellow 
fever. One of the men died June 13th, The 
others recovered. The vessel left Vera Cruz 
June 26th, since which time there has been 
no sickness aboard. Nocommunication what- 
ever will be allowed with the bark 
Salome until the expiration of the quarantine 

THE CHOLERA. 

Lonpon, July 3.—The sanitary council of 
Cairo has ordered the population of Damietta 
to be removed from their dwellings and scat 
tered in tents.

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VANDERBILT GIVES AGAIN, 


One Hundred Thousaoed Doliars Given for Technical 
Education la Vanderbilt Caoiversity. 

NASHVILLE, July 3.—The announcement is 
made today of another donation to Vander- 
bilt university by Mr. W Vanderbilt, of 
one hundred thousand dollars This makes 
the total endowment seven nundred thousand 
dollars. Tne annua! income of this donation, 
seven thousand dollars, is to be applied ty 
the support of a technica! school, in connec- 
tion with the school of mining and civil engi- 
neering is the intention’ of 
Vanderbilt university to meet the 
demands for skilled education. This 
step, the American says, is by far the most 
important step vet taken by the Vanderbilt 
and itsfounders. It will add to the honor as 
well asproflt of the institution as the years 
increase and makesthe more enduring the 
monument which honors the name it bears. 
The munificent donation of near!y a miilion 
dollars from the Vanderbilts, father and son, 
are proving something more than the mere 
gift toa section, to the mere glorification of 
the domor. As an institution of learning it 
is becoming national, and taking its rank as 
its founders, desired, wita the  fore- 
most universities the union. In 
avery praciical way Mr. Vanderbilt is attest 
ing his wishand will thatthe endowment 
shall be of practical utility and permanent 
ben fit to the new south,

A later dispatch from Glasgow says the 
‘“Daphne’”’ capsized near Renfrew, five miles 
froni Glasgow. ‘Trattic in the Clyde is sus- 
pended, owing to interruption to navigatiun 
by the capsized vessel. The steamer left the 
ways at a very fast rate, and when she gained 
water she roiled from side to side. 
on board, fearing that she would capsize, ran 
toand fro. The vessel finaliy reeled over and 
nearly disappeared beneath the water. A 
majority of those on board were saved by tugs 
and small boats, many of them in the last 
stages of exhaustion It is known that there 
were fifty persons below in the Daphne, when 
the vessel went over, and they must have 
all been drowned. Another dispatch from 
Glasgow says the cause of her capsizing was 
that she had too much top weight. Steamers 
are dragging the water for the bodies of the 
victims. The Daphne had all her machinery 
on board. She turned upside down beiore 
she sank. Accounts of the numberof persons 
on board and the number lost continue to 
vary widely. Several bodies have been found 
at the foot of the ways. Divers are searching 
for other bodies. 

According to the statements of witnesses 
and survivors of the disaster, the vessel left 
the slip too rapidly, causing her stern, which 
entered first, to sink deeply in the - water. 
She was then caught by a strong current of 
the river, by which as well as by her top 
weight, she was caused to keel over so far 
that the water entered her ports. A diver 
states that the companion way of 
the Daphne is blocked up by a solid mass of 
hbovies, one upon another, It appears that 
the meu who were at work below when the 
ship went ever rushed irom their work and 
became jammed iu the passageways, Some 
of the bodies still have their wols in their 
bands. The diver thinks there are still in the 
vessel at least as many corpses as Dave already 
been recovered. Forty oue bodies had been 
found last night when darkness stopped tLe 
search. 

Fifty-two names are published as those of 
the missing persons. As Visitors were admit- 
ted to view the launch, it is believed that 
some of them,whose names are at present un- 
known, are among the missing. Many dead 
bodies are visible tir ugh the port holes of 
the ship. 2 

There was a rapid ebb tide, and it is feared 
that many bodies were carried to sea, There 
was a large number of boys un board, 
foreman, Mr. Joiner, who ‘had Clare:

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BVACUATING PERU. 


The Mocted War Ketween Colombia and Ecuador— 
Ohili and Peru. 


Panama, July 3.—Tue Chilians are making 
preparations to evacuate the north of Peru 
and hand it overto Igesias. The municipal 
and other Peruvian autyerities im the ditter- 
ent towus throughout the north have been 
notified by the Chilians that they are pre- 
pared to withdraw from all points where 
Iglesias is recognized. Much excitement has 
been created in Bogo'a by the proposition 
in the house of representatives to declare war 
against Ecuador. It was thrown out io the 
first debate. The truth is, there is no Ecuador 
with which Colombia could goto war. Ven- 
temilla, who is an enemy, is on his last legs, 
and the rest of Ecuador is very well disposed 
towards the Colombian republic. Ambitious 
political schemers, however, and with them 
Nunez, one of the candidates for the presi- 
dency, think this would bea favorable mo- 
ment to appropriate the republic of Kcuador 
under the pretext of reforming only Colom 
bian confederation, which old Flores and 
other men of his type divided up to suit 
their own conveniences. 

Lonpon, July 3—The Tribune has pub 
lished a letter of May 24th from Adolpho 
Ybanes, urging Calderon to accept the same 
terms of peaceas Igiesias,. and thus obtain, 
through Mr. Logan, the recognition of his 
government. Calderon in reply says he does 
not believe the United States government 
will recognize [glesias, or adopt so variable a 
policy and adds that be has told Mr. Logan 
that he is willing to treat for peace 
on a rational basis, with which 
he is wel! acquainted. According 
to advices received vesterday, which are con- 
firmed, Caceres has united his forces with 
those of Raca Barren, at Huaraz, and left for 
parts unknown. [hey number about 1,500 
men, Chilian forces are in pursuit. They 
have not entountered them since May 25. 
Pascasmayo, Trujelio and other piaces have 
been evacuated by the Chilians, and are now 
flying the Peruvian flag. The Diaro of Icial 
reports thata plebiscite at the city of Huaraz, 
the capital oi the department of Ancachs, 
and anotherat Recuay, have resulted in favor 
of peace and Iglesias.

A DYNAMITE DEMOMSTRATION ON 
THE HUDSON. 


D'ssatiefized With Biascos, the Dynamiters Seek a 
Personal Test of the Efficacy of the Great 
Explosive—The Fuze Attached and the 
Explosion P:-+rfectiy Successful. 


New York, July 2.—A Fenian fleet sailed 
-up the Hudson yesterday, carrying members 
of districts A, B and C of the Clan-na-Gael to 
witness the destructive influence of @yna- 
mite when applied to the bottom of a ship. 
The members of the clan in this vicinity 
e dissa with the workings of the

The man who had the bars had pal id 
$600. He con. menced crumble, forseeing 
he would be loser. ‘he restaurants did no 
business. A dozen waiters in dark vests 0ccu- 
pied the time fanning themselves. 

The members of the clan seemed more in- 
tent on discussing the dynamite explosion 
than drinking. They stood in 
and fours and sp yoke in whispers. 
Fort Lee there was an exciting episode. A 
stranger said to one of the barienders there 
were a lot of ignorant Irishmen on board A 
member of the clan heard him and resented 
the insult with a blow. EHe 
knocked his assailant | down and 
disposed of three others in the same way, 
Thé clan cried for their comrades and thirty 
men attacked the stranger, beat his head with 
blackthorn sticks and thre: w him inthecuddy 
hole. The New Y ork police Doat was Seen 
followingthem. Almost a panic ensued when 
adozen policemen were seen in the prow of 
the vessel. The polig » boat passed, however, 
and st pp ved another excursion boat half a 
mile ahead, on which beer was sold without 
license. Tihe barte adore | in the clan said they 
would not be disturbed as they had fixed it 
with the police. 

When the fleet was near Englewood, the 
progam mes of the dynamite exhibition were 
given out, The bill stated in future rubber 
armor and dynamite would be the principal 
features of naval warfare. 

Half a mile above Englewood the 
came to anchor, about one-eighth ot 
from the Jersey shore. ‘The steamer 
was anchored at a dock, and had beard 
members ot the Fenian directory. About 
twenty rods from the shore an old ship was 
anchored. I: was lodded with twenty-five 
tons of sand, and it was expected that two 
pounds of dynamite would blow it to atoms. 
Previous tothis exhibition members of the 
clan, under the guidance oi Captain Paul 
Boyton paddled around in rubber, Rockets 
were fired, carrier pigeons were sent up with 
supposititious messages, repeating rifles 
were loaded and discharged by the men, 
and two smail boats were destroyed by torpe- 
does. : 

Then came the exhibition, Colonel Ker- 
win, high in the order of the clan, went ip 
a boat tothe ship. Mr. Kerwin examined 
her minutely. He spoke to his aids and 
they gave a signal to a man, who came along- 
side on a raft and attached a torpedo of two 

ounds of dynamite. The torpedo looked 
ike acannon when not mounted It hada 
longs mouth bore and was covered on the out- 
side with sheet iron or zinc. It was fastened 
to the stern by a spear and was about five feet 
long and weighed about five pounds. 

A rocket was sent up to denote the vessel 
was tobe blown up. The Fenian directory 
wa.ched the spectacie from the Birbeck and 
the rank and file of the clan strained their 
eyes from the barges. A man in a rubber 
suit appeared with a fuse. 

The water did extinguish it, and he 
fastened it to the torpedo and rapidly pad- 
died away. apes was @ moment of suspense, 
and instantly after twenty-five tons of sand 
and as many soa of water wentupina 
straight coluuin two hundred feet into the 
airabove. The mud and water could be 
seen, a myriad of sparks, and thousands of 
pieces of wood, and above all a column of 
smoke. Some of the wood must have 
ascended one hundred and fifty yards. The 
column of water and sand was twenty feet 
wide, and it wentup with lightning rapidity. 
The spectators were awed into silence at first, 
and then a mighty cheer went up. 

The most singular part of the affair was the 
lack of any sound by the explosion. There 
was no detonation, simply a puff of smoke, 
then the ascending of the mass, followed by 
the violent splash as the debris struck the 
water. The whole air did not take five 
seconds from the time the fuse was applied. 
There were thousands of pieces of wood, each 
as small as a nic ke |, scattered on the water, 
but not a shred of the sails could be seen. 

Though no money was made, the success 
Was so great that the members do not mind 
the failure. One of them said: ‘*[The men- 
bers are ripe for action. We have demanded 
that the work be done and the leaders have 
consented. There is $100,000 in the treasury, 
and England will be startled soon. There 
will be no traitors this time. We are ripe

The short strip of track that seems to de- 
mand a car While it can afford no passengers 
runs from Whitehall to the corner of Forsyth 
and Mitchell ~about a hundred yards. There 
it ends abruptly. It is a part of the Ad 
West End track. When the Atlanta street- 
car company abandoned the Peters street 
route to West End and put the cars.on the 
Whitehall street line to that suburb, the city 
ordered that the stringers be removed. Mr. 
eters took up the track as far in as the cor- 
ner of Forsyth and Mitchell, leaving undis- 
turbed the strip of track from that point 
down to W hirehall. That he 
was ordered to take up also, but 
he declined to do so, as he said he intended 
to extend the track from there out Nelson 
street to the western part of the city. Chief 
of Police Connolly notified him that if the 
track was not removed in accordance with the 
order of the city council a ‘‘case’’ would be 
made against sim for failure to obey the 
order of the city fathers. Mr. Peters then cast 
about to see how he could protect himself. Lf 
the track was torn up the new West Endcom- 
pany would walk in and take possession and 
shut him off from his extension to 
western part of the city. If he did 
tear it up the city probably would do 
In that situation he simply ordered @ car 
on. He did not suppose that the city would 
tear up a track that was already in use. His 
car costs him severaldollars per day, however® 
and only serves to hold the right of way for 
the Atlanta company against the West End 
company, and is a dead loss so far as the re- 
turn from passengers is concerned. 

Colonel Richard Peters, who is the father of 
the street car business in Atlanta, said yester- 
day to a CONSTITUTION reporter: 

“The Atlanta Street bailroad company in- 
tends to do three things. It intends to ex- 
tend its line from Mitchell street into that 
undeveloped part of the city lying to the west 
of us. Itintends to builda line out Forest 
avenue tothe Boulevard and to put downa 
track from the Marietta street line around 
Broad by the bridge and to connect with the 
tracks on the south side ef the city. That 
last scheme is to enable us to take our cars of 
mornings and nights from one side of the city 
to the other without being in danger of acci- 
dent at Whitehall crossing. These schemes 
are what we have long contem- 
plated aud would have been consummated by 
this time if we had not expended so much 
moneyon improvements brought about by 
the paving of the streets that we occupy. It 
is justlike building new roads and the im- 
provements already made and to be made on 
account of this work will force us to make an 
outlay of thirty or forty thousand dollars. Of 
one thing you may be-sure—all these projects 
will be carried out and that, too, I think 
within the next year. The whole thing is a 
beton Atlanta. We think her population 
will gO to a hundred thousand 
and that these improvements and new 
lines will pay in time and we make them 
willingly. We bet this pile on’ Atlanta's 
future justas you bet $27,500 when your 
paper ordered its new double back action 
sixteen thousand an hour press.”’ 

To-day the case of the West End railroad 
against the city willcome up. It will- prob- 
ably not be-tried, however, as Mr. Angier, 
the new city attorney will hardly be ready. 
It is a cuse’in chambers in which the com- 
pany seeks to enjoin the city from interfer- 
ing with them in occupyirg Peters street.

Another Carload of Chicago HLeef in Atlanta. 

As there is no question, not excepting the truck 
farming, that THE CONSTITUTION is more interested 
in thas good beef for-ihe Atlantese, a representa 
tive of THE CONSTITUTION was detailed to took afte 
the arrival of the aniucunced carload of beef con- 
signed to A. Haas & Bro., from Armour «& Co., of 
Chicago, and to faithfully report for the benefit of 
the people of Atlautaits condition when unpacked 
and all the details ef its shipmentand transmission 

Yesterday atabout 12 o’clock the meat arrived 
from Chicago in one of Armour’s refrigerating cars. 

‘ith it was Armour’s guarantee that the meat was 
slaughtered on Friday morning, packed in their re- 
frigerator car during the day and shipped to them 
that night. The car was stopped at Louisville and 
Nashville and fresh ice added, sc as to keep the 
temperature perfectly even up to the time of its ar- 
rivaihere. Instead of unloadiug the car as soon as 
it arrived, Messrs. Hans & Bro. added fresh ice to 
the car and left it on the track until 12 o'clock last 
ight, so that foreven the lite time required in 
removing it from the car to their refrigerator it 
would be when the air was cool and there was no 
possible danger of the meat, even for an 
instant, being ex posed Lo the warm 
air. In less than ove hour the entire car of 24,000 
pounds of beef was removed from the car to their 
mammoth refrigerator. The temperature was kept 
down even during its being carried from the car to 
their refrigerator by having it conveyed even the 
distance of twenty-five or thirty feetonice. The 
beef was as fine as it has been the good fortune of 
the reporter to see anywhere. it was literally cov- 
ered with fat aud tallow and was as dry as a Chip. 
rhe meat consisted of the best loius and porter 
house steaks, roasis, and a sprinkliug of the finest 
muttou you ever saw.
